THERAPEUTICS OF TISSUE REMEDIES. 
JOHN Fearn, M.D., Oakland, California. 
FERRUM 


“Tron is a constituent of the blood corpuscles and of the 
muscle cells, etc. When the equilibrium of the iron 
molecules in the muscular fibres is disturbed, the fibres 
become relaxed. These fibres are circularly arranged round 
the blood vessels and through: this relaxation the vessels 
become dilated and distended, and an accumulation of blood 
takes place in the vascular parts so affected; rupture of the 
vessels may take place and consequent haemorrhage will follow. 
When the muscles of the intestinal villi (absorbents) suffer a 
functional disturbance of their iron molecules, loose evacuations:

_$peciric Inpications: This remedy is indicated in cramps, 
spasms, sharp pain of a spasmodic character ; the pain comes 
and goes.

In one case of 
typhoid, with malignant conditions, the hiccough was most dis- 
tressing, night and day, asleep or awake. All my tried remedies 
failed. I was only beginning the study of these remedies then.

Fevers with profuse perspiration; at times quite fetid. — 
Paralysis of all kinds where there are great depression and 
weakness, especially if there be wasting, ill te discharges. 

Whooping cough, severe, magnesium phosphate as an alter- 

nate remedy. I have used Kali Phosphoricum. largely, with great 
satisfaction, and could fill pages with its praise.

‘Ts a constituent of the teeth, the bones, the connective tis- 
gues and blood corpuscles. It is the remedy for rickets. It 
assists the new callus formation in fractured benes. It is the 
remedy in pallor, anemia, chlorosis, etc.’’—Schussler.

MEDICAL RESOURCES OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
O. S. Laws, M.D., Los Angeles, California. 


As previously remarked, ‘the grindelias are California plants, 
but I have not been able to find them. Doubtless they grow in 
many places down here, as we have an endless variety of moun- 
tain and valley climate and soil to accommodate all all sorts of 
plants. 

__. My experience his been chiefly with grindelia robusta, 

‘which I use often and with great confidence. The grindelia 
squarrosa has the reputation of being valuable in liver and 
spleen troubles. 
Grindelia robusta is a remarkable remedy not only in its 
certainty of action but in its variety of uses. The more I use 
it the more it grows in my estimation and desire to see the plant 
growing and prepare some tincture from it. 

~ Tt is non-toxic and a powerful antiseptic and resembles 
lobelia in that respect. And as lobelia is not found down here, 
that I know of, we may as well ¢all it our California substitute 

for that reliable old remedy. I do not usé both in any mixture,

Yet, I trust never to go back on my old friends, that served me 
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but often put grindelia to work in sp asmodic asthma, after lo- 
belia has lost its influence, for a few weeks. The two are sim- 
ilar in value in coughs and chronic bronchitis, and with me 


they are indispensable helpers in that dangerous malady. They 
both work well with anemopsis as an alterative. Grindelia is 


now used as a local remedy for many diseased conditions that 


nothing else seems to do so well. Dr. Webster reported some 


eases treated by Dr. Coe, who first introduced it as a local rem- 
edy, that were proof of its great value, _ 

From two to four drams of the specific tineture to 4 ounces 
of water makes a good lotion for foul and non-healing ulcers 
and some malignant skin diseases. It is probably our best rem- 
edy for dermatitis caused by the ‘‘poison oak’’, which is an- 


other of our California shrubs, but not ours only but is common 
to all states that I have been in. It is called the poison Ivy by 


some people. It is also called the three-leaved i ivy, which is 


the only difference between it and the non-toxic vine called the 
“*five-leaved ivy’’. 


Rhus toxicodendron is the botanical name for the poison 


oak. It is an active poison to some people, but not a dangerous 


one. I have never heard of a death from it. That it and grin- 
delia are antagonistic is evident as the fire set out on the human 
cuticle is readily extinguished by grindelia. Hence I would not 
combine Rhus tox and grindelia in a prescription, nor use both | 
at the same time in treating a case. If rhus tox is most prom- 
inently indicated in a given case just give it the right of way 
till the indications for something else become more prominent 
then use the two.alternately. Grindelia surely would be the 
antidote for rhus tox poisoning from over dosing. Rhus tox 
grows as a shrub here on our foothills, and some only a few 
blocks from my office and I have made a tincture from the | 
leaves thereof, but it never poisons me from handling it. It. 
has been the most prominently indicated and efficient remedy 
for me in my recent affliction from rheumatism. | 

In these two plants we have an interesting study. -Grin- 
delia is non toxic and yet it overcomes the toxic effects of rhus 
tox and is a true antiseptic. When man gets up an antiseptic, 
he uses the most deadly poisons such as corrosive sublimate and 
other forms of mercury. They are contrary to nature and 
should be avoided as they are not needed when nature or the 
author thereof has furnished us non toxic antiseptics in abund- 
ance, both vegetable and mineral. 

I know some other plants that antagonize the effects of 
others that will be mentioned later in this interesting field of 


study. Our rhus tox is welcome among us even if it does cause 
_ trouble to some people for it is prompt and energetic when in- 
_ dieated. And the most striking indication is a fiery red tongue. 
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with a strawberry tip. From five to ten drops of a good tincture 
to four ounces of water is the usual strength of a mixture to be. 
used in teaspoonful doses two or three hours apart. 


PREMATURE BURIAL. 


W. Finca, MD., Los Angeles, Cal. 
Read before the Los Angeles County Eclectic Medical Society. 


This subject is often referred to as a gruesome one, but its 
gruesomeness should not deter us from performing our duty 
wherever it may call, for as physicians, as men and women, we. 
are ever interested in the affairs of life. Ny 
The question is often asked, ‘‘ Are people ever buried alive?’’ 
From our childhood we have heard stories of this kind and 
there:clings around almost every burying place some story or 
tradition relating to this subject. | 

This has been made the theme of romance, as in the weird 
story of Edgar Allen Poe, in which he pictures Madeline as 

being dead for many days, and yet living again, standing in the | 
_ doorway in her rent and stained burial garb. It has been sug- 
gested that this was the phantom of a disordered brain, but it 
is not without the bounds of possibility, for there are historical : 
records shown by tablets and monuments which have been 
erected in commemoration of similar events in which well known 
persons have returned to consciousness after their friends have 


supposed them dead and after they have been prepared for ie 


burial they have again taken up the activities of life. | 
Some have expressed doubt on this matter. A recent writer 
who has been filling pages of some of the Eastern magazines 
with queer scientific matter, ridicules the idea that people are 
ever buried alive and refers to those who have a fear of such 
an event as ‘‘timid souls’’, but it is preferable to be considered : 
a timid soul rather than a brutal one. 
_ After supposed death the body should not be immediately 
prepared or hurried away to a last resting place. When a per- 
son has expired or is supposed to be dead the body is almost 
almost exposed to the inclemencies of the weather—if not at 
once removed from a warm bed to a cold room, the windows and : 
doors are thrown open no difference what the nature of the at- 
mosphere may be. 
In this country we have societies for the prevention wy 
cruelty to children, cruelty to animals and many other preven- 
tative societies. In England there are societies for the preven- 
tion of premature burial. This is proper and should be main- 
tained until positive signs of the extinction of life are present. 
As to the disposal of the dead. Many of us recoil at the 
idea of cremation, but no doubt the time will come when it will 
be the rule rather than the exception. By cremation the body 
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©@ 
readily dissolves into the. elemental substances from which it. 


came, ‘while with the present method it often requires ages for the 
human form to rust away, in the meantime strewing the earth 
with a decaying mass long remaining a moulding, festering 
sore exhaling pestilence on every breeze. 

| As to people returning to consciousness there is well sub- 
stantiated evidence that after premature burial many have 
returned to life. 

This has occurred on the battle field. Wounded and un- 
conscious men have been hurriedly thrown into trenches, who 
have afterwards returned to life. The well at Hougom ont on 
the field of Waterloo, on the night after that great contest was 
filled with three hundred men supposed to be dead, some of 
‘whom were not. 

In great epidemics the unconscious, but still living, have 
been carried away with the dead. At Mazatlan. Mexico, in an 
epidemic of yellow fever so many were dying that it was im- 
possible to give them burial so that the dead were hurried away 
to the cemetery and thrown upon the ground. Among these was 
a& man who regained consciousness, returned to the town and 
more than twenty years afterward was living in Encenada, 

- Lower California. I know a lady in this city whom I have 
known since she was a child who has been considered dead and 
whose body has been prepared as it would be in a home three 

different times for burial. While within the past three or four 

weeks in this city the body of a man was being withheld from 
burial because the physicians were unable to decide if he was 
dead or not. This being the second time within four years that 
his friends believed him dead. Instances of this nature could 
be repeated without number. 

time to time, there appear in the newspapers aecounta 
of premature burial. Usually these accounts relate to some 
distant or obscure locality, and we glance over them without 
much thought as to their truth, or set them down as mere sen- 
sational reports or exaggerations, having no foundation. It 
sometimes happens that the doctor is present when death takes 
place, but in the great majority of cases he is not. 

In nearly all parts of the country, in all parts with which 

I am familiar, it is not customary to call a doctor or any one 
with authority to inspect the person supposed to die, with the 
idea of determining their actual condition. This matter is left 
entirely in the hands of the laity, and after the ordinary signs 
of life have ceased, the friends and relatives report to the un- 

_ Gertaker and he later to the last attending physician, who in 
turn is asked to fill out the death certificate, which in nearly all 
cases he does without any personal knowledge of the actual 

faet. further than that he may have attended the patient in a 
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profeisiéinal way some hours or days before, and eign: was 
not for. 


Within the past year I was called to the house of people 
whom I had long known, and who were so disconcerted by the 
sudden death of the husband and father that they wished me to 
come and direct them what to do. I had made two visits to the 
man within the past twelve hours, finding that he had been on a 
_ protracted debauch; that he had been more or less delirious, — 
and vomiting two or three times he had thrown: up large quan- 
tities of blood from the stomach; that there was severe cramping ~ 
of the stomach and intestines, and violent pain which relaxants 
and opiates would not overcome. In a violent paroxysm he ex: 
pired, and when I came to view him an hour or two later, there 


and from the fact that his right side remained quite warm for 
a long time, raised the question in my mind as to whether the 
man was really dead or not, and I am not fully convinced now 
that the man was actually dead at that time. On the strength 
of this doubt I delayed signing the death certificate for nearly 
twenty-four hours. I cannot free myself from the belief that 
if proper means of restitution could have been applied immedi- 
ately after the paroxysm, he could have been restored to life. 
In the face of the fact that there was no heart sound, that it 
had seemingly stopped, that there was no pulse, and no percepti- 


ble breathing and yet there was an instinctive feeling that the 
man was not dead. 


- The following statement illustrates a case that came under 
my observation while living in the State of Sonora, Mexico. In 
the evening I had been called to see the six months old child of 
Manuel Mills, which, according to their story had been sick 
— about twenty-one days. I found it in what seemed to be the 
last stages of infantile pneumonia. I directed them what to do for 
it, as far as it was possible to do anything, holding out no hope 
for its recovery. At six o’clock in the morning I was awakened 
by the father, who brought me a death certificate which wag 
printed in Sp anish and which at his request I filled out and 
signed. He said the child had died two hours before and that 
he wanted the certificate at once so that he could have the grave 
dug and as the burial place in Cananea is in almost solid roek, 
it had to be blasted out, and as they wished to have the funeral 
at four o’clock that day, there was no time to be lost. I signed 
the certificate and heard nothing more until noon, when there 
was a loud rapping at my door and a woman calling partly in 
Spanish: ‘‘E] Doctor, pronto Doctor, My baby is dead! I do 
not know.’’ Listening a moment to the woman’s story of her 
uncertainty about the child being dead, I started with her in 


was something indescribable about him. His position in bed — 
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the hack which she had brought, and as we hurried along the | 
two miles that led to her home we passed in sight of the ceme- . 
tery, saw the men at work and heard the blasts where they were 
making the grave for the child. 

At an altitude of something over 6000 feet, we often had 
zero weather upon the mesa, which was only a projecting foot 
of the Cananea mountains, I remember the chilliness of that 
morning, the ground being covered with snow. 

Arriving at the home we entered a darkened room where 
there was no fire, the windows and doors were partly opened, 
the room was dimly lighted by two or three candles, 
which were still burning on the table where the child had been 
**laid out’’ for six or seven hours. It seems that when the babe 
was supposed to be dead they had placed it in a scant burial 
dress on the table, while around and about it were hung bright 
clothes and ribbons, making a kind of canopy over it, and at 
each corner was a lighted candle. Passing into another room I | 
saw lying on the lap of a Mexican woman, what appeared to be — 
the form of a lifeless babe. When I took its hands there was 
no feeling of warmth, no pulse, no heart sound. Still there 
was an instinctive feeling that a spark of life yet remained for 
there seemed to be a tinge of color not belonging to the dead. _ 
I directed that the child be placed in warm water and put 
in its mouth one drop of nux vomica, which was repeated again 
in five minutes. It suddenly gave a shuddering movement of 
the body, then a scream, followed by feeble plaintive crying for 
some moments. Then I directed the mother to place it to the 
breast and to the surprise of all it nursed with a strength un- 
known to it for some days before. 

Their child had been in an unconscious state and was seem- 
ingly dead for at least eight hours. Had it continued four 
hours longer in that condition there is every reason to believe 
it would have been buried alive. 

The title of this article has many a time been raised in the 
minds of the relatives of the departed. Often have I heard it 
repeated, Was he or she dead? My own experience makes me | 
believe that many pople are actually buried alive, and thoughts 
along this line have raised the question in my mind, How shall 
we formulate a more definite rule for aasinai, when death 
has actually occurred? 
| Such crude means as the use of the mirror have long been 
in use. Decomposition is the only positive sign we know. No 
appliance nor instrument of precision has as yet been invented 
that will tell us when life has ceased in the body. Science has 
not told us, that science which measures the farthest star and 
even attempts to weigh the human Soul, knows not the line be- 
tween life and death. 
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ANOTHER TRIP TO ARIZONA.

When one feels the lal of the desert the only thing to do 
is to pack up and go. It, was for this reason that I hit the trail 
again and hiked off to Arizona. My brother, Judge Munk, ac- 
companied me and we' went straight throu gh, on the Southern 
Pacific railroad, to our cattle ranch near Willcox. The freedom 
of the ranch and untrammeled life on the range, was a welcome 
change from the routine of business and crowded city streets. 
In the large open spaces of the desert there is plenty of elbow 


room and an abundance of fresh air, that makes life really — 


worth living. A fitting climax to an active day of riding or 
driving over the range, is to gather at the ranch house in the 


evening to enjoy the open fire of blazing logs on the wide hearth, 
ag preliminary to a night of sound and refreshing sleep. We 


found conditions on the ranch about the average, although the 
grass was short and the cattle thin; but during the winter season 


these things are to be expected. It is often a puzzle to the un- 


initiated how the cattle live and thrive on so little feed, which 
makes it seem as if they must live on air. The vegetation of 


the arid region is scant but very nutritious. Especially is this 


true of the gramima grass, which is almost cn nutriment and 
nearly as fattening as grain. 


The clear sky, bright sunshine and balmy air of Aste 


were an agreeable change from the damp fogs and clouds of the 


Coast. People sometimes rave over the climate of Southern Cal- 


ifornia in winter, and it is fine, too, and a great improvement 


over any eastern. winter weather, but the winter climate of South- 


ern Arizona beats it. During the summer it is different. Then 
the heat is intense; and, although it does not cause sickness, it 
becomes monotonous and a flight to the mountains or seashore 
is desirable. But by joining an Arizona winter to a California 
summer a combination of weather is found that is hard to beat. 
Any one who is able to make this change 1 is fortunate and to be 
envied. 

The difference in 1 the effects of coast and desert climate 
upon the health is again remarked and noticed in more ways 
than one. In the cool, damp atmosphere of the Coast acids 
and acid fruits are the bane of digestion, and can only be in- 
dulged in sparingly with safety; but on the dry, hot desert, 
' fruits can be eaten freely without harm. I eat more oranges 
in Arizona in one day than I do in California in a year. There 
is also a marked difference in the quality of the air in regard 
to taking cold. On the Coast all y draughts must be avoided 
to prevent taking a cold, while in Arizona no dentss — 
is necessary. 
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Breathing the pure dry air of Arizona is as pleasant as sip- 
ping champagne and much more invi igorating. It is exhilarat- 
ing without causing over stimulation and is health giving to a 
degree. In the clear atmosphere distances become deceptive and 
objects are much farther away than they seem. Color some- 
times aids here in estimating distance. The near by mountains 
show their natural colors of green, gray or brown, the farther 


mountains all look blue, while the remote mountains are nearly 


lost in a thick veil of purple haze. The mountains are an im- 
pressive sight and represent the strength, silence and patience 
of the universe. They are ever steadfast, always quiet, and 
wait uncomplainingly on the slow action of the leveling forces 
of nature. | 

The still quiet of the desert is in strange contrast to the 
noises of a city. You can travel many miles on the desert with- 
out meeting a single fellow creature and but very little of any 
kind of animate life. What wild life there is, however, is of 
great interest. Every insect, bird and animal has its own life 
history that is an interesting study. The vegetation is likewise 
peculiar. It is all strange and entirely different from what is 
found in the rain belt of the east. The plants that live on the 
desert have to grow without much rain. Some of the animals 
hve entirely without water. A noted naturalist recently sug: 
gested that they must obtain enough water from the dew to 
supply their wants—but there is no dew in Arizona. He evi- 
dently misjudged the case and was not altogether familiar with 
desert conditions. Much of the desert yet remains in its prim- 


itive state and has not been spoiled by the hand of man. Out- 


side of a few towns the only evidence of civilization that is 
seen is an occasional cloud of black smoke from a passing loco- 
motive which pollutes the air and disfigures the landscape. No 
wonder that the Indian, when he first saw a train of ‘cars creep- 


-Iing along in the distance, believed that a new enemy in the 
form of a horrible monster was on his trail and ready to con- 
sume him with its fiery breath. Such a conception was per- 


fectly natural to his untutored mind and was not far from the: 


truth as he is both figuratively and literally being crowded off 


the earth by our advancing civilization and, like the buffalo, 
is destined eventually to become exterminated. | 

Arizona is a great treasure house of natural wealth and 
contributes something to about every branch of natural science. 
She has not had a fair chance to show what she can do, but is 
rapidly coming into her own. Her mountains are full of min- 
eral, her plains afford good grazing for numerous herds of cattle, 
and in agricultural development she is moving forward with giant 
strides. Arizona now leads in the production of copper and is 
well toward the front in gold, silver and precious stones. Farm- 
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ing under natural conditions is not a success because of ‘the lack 
of water, but where irrigation is practiced the soil produces all 
kinds of crops. With the completion of the Roosevelt and La- 


guna dams on the Salt and Colorado rivers, which will supply 


an almost unlimited supply of water for irrigation, agriculture 
will be vastly benefited. This work is in charge of the Govern- 


ment Reclamation Service and is being pushed with great vigor.. 
| There is an active land boom on at Willcox in the Sulphur 


Spring valley at the present time. The land is about all home- 
steaded by settlers and has been located from Hookers Ranch to 
White River, a distance of fifty miles. It is proposed to obtain 
water for irrigation by pumping from wells as there is plenty 
of good water underground at a shallow depth. Where water 
cannot: be found experiments will be made in dry farming. 


On my return trip I stopped in Tucson, Phoenix and Tempe. 
and saw abundant signs of prosperity on every hand. Tucson, 
long known as the ‘‘Honorable and Ancient Pueblo,’’ has 
changed completely and been made over into a modern city. 
The town is a landmark in America and one of the three oldest — 
cities in the United States. Its location is strikingly pictur- 

esque, being surrounded by mountains that give it a splendid © 
setting. The old San Xavier del Bae church, nine miles south: 
of the city, is an interesting spot that sees many visitors every 


year. It was built by the Franciscan Fathers in 1700, has been 


continuously oceupied since then and is the finest old mission 


building on the Pasifie Coast. 


The University is located here and is a growing iealite, 


tion of much merit. It has a group of fine buildings, a com- 


plete equipment and an efficient corps of teachers. Not only. 


do the young men and women of the Territory attend, but it 
also receives students from abroad. The Desert Botanical Lab- 
oratory, located near the city, occupies an independent field in 
research work by making a study of plant life under desert 
conditions. It promises to be of great practical benefit, by solv- 
ing problems of agriculture in the arid region. The laboratory 
ig-a Carnegie institution and is in charge of Dr. D. T. Mace- 
Dougal. 


Professor William P. Blake is a pioneer of Arizona who.

Besides 
his other work he is an accomplished writer and has told in 
books, magazines and newspaper articles all about the Arizona 
country. He has been the Arizona correspondent of the Los 
Angeles Times for many years and his letters describe all of the - 
important events from all over the Territory.

_ He grows rare specimens of this unique plant and sells them to 
the botanical gardens of Europe. At 71 years of age he is well 
and active and enjoys the quiet life on his cactus farm. My 
attention was called to a small wild plant dl was growing ™. 
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his garden that is known locally by the name of golondrina 


(Euphorbia Albomarginata). It is regarded as a sure cure for 
snake bite and is used both internally and externally. Dr. 
Kunze has used it and knows personally of three cases that it 


cured. May it not be the herb that is used by the Moquis in 
making their secret snake medicine? 


Eclectic doctors are not numerous in Arizona. Two live 


in Phoenix and both do good business. Dr. R. M. Tafel is a 


Bennett graduate and Dr. E. C. Bond has his diploma from the 
California Medical College. They have a hospital in the city 


and conduct a sanatorium that is located out of town. Arizona e 


has plenty of room for more good Eclectics. 


I spent one day in Tempe and during my stay was the 


guest of Professor J. _H. Hall at the Normal school. The 
country about Tempe is a prosperous farming community and 
thrift is seen on every hand. I was driven out to the experi- 

ment farm where the date trees grow. The largest of these 
trees are only eight years old but bear quantities of fruit. I 
had the pleasure of tasting some of the ripe fruit plucked di- 

rectly from the tree and it certainly was delicious. Date trees 
will grow in strong alkali ground, and indeed thrive best in 
such soil. - What they want is plenty of water at the root and 


a hot sun on the crown. 
TREATMENT OF PUERPERAL ECLAMPSIA. 
Dr. P. F. Butiineron, Chico, California. 


The treatment of Eclampsia will be considered under two 
divisions, viz.: preventive, and active treatment at the time of 


convulsions. The preventive treatment consists largely oo 


rect living, taking a reasonable amount of exercise in the open, 
eating wholesome and nutritious food, drinking plenty of good 
water, wearing clothing that is suspended from the shoulders 
and not constricting the waist, reading good literature and pre- 
venting mental worry, taking eight hours of sleep out of the 
twenty-four, keeping the skin in a healthy condition by taking 
tepid baths at least twice a week, and in short hygienic living 
which need not be given in detail as the profession understands 
what that means. If this be done the het elimination will be 
kept up to par, the digestive tract kept clean, and the nervous 
system in a normal state. Elimination is of the greatest im- 
portance and upon this more than any other function will de- 
pend the weal or woe of the patient. 

After the sixth month the urine of every pregnant woman 
should be analyzed at least every two weeks, and a sharp look- 
out kept that the excretion of urea does not fall below the nor- 
mal, which, according to Morse is 35 grams in 24 hours. In a 
pati ent with constipation, inactive liver, - tongue broad and 
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coated white, look out for retention of urea. In such cases often 
you will find less than one per cent. of urea is béing voided 
and the patient suffers from the effects of its retention. 

The excretion of albumen in large quantities in the urine 
is another sign of approaching danger and in such cases sys- 
temic treatment should be instituted and kept up until after 
the delivery. 


In cases where the urea is being retained give drugs that 
will increase the solids of the urine such as: Buchu, Chima- 


_ philla, Juniper, Lithium or Caffeine, as may be indicated. 


In cases of albuminuria give, Apocynum, Rhus Aromatica, 


Stigmata, Gelsemium, or Lycopus, according to indications 
calling for the remedy. 


If the urine be alkaline in reaction give J phaseiuikt or Beti- 


- goie Acid, and in all probability you will save your patient ab 


eclamptic seizure at the time of delivery. 
This brings us up to the treatment of an active puerperal 
convulsion, and I mean by this an epileptiform seizure, for the 


description of which I refer the reader to any good up-to-date 


work on obstetrics. 
We have studied the etiology and pathology of this dis- 


ease and now we are brought face to face with one of the most 
horrifying scenes the practitioner is called upon to witness, 


which once seen is never to be forgotten. 

As we have no specific for this malady each case will have 
to be considered as a law unto itself. 

If labor is actually on, have an assistant otiniailiten an an-— 


- aesthetic, chloroform, perhaps, as it acts quicker, and deliver 


as quickly as possible, when in most cases the convulsions cease. 
If the os is not dilated, and the patient is at full term, di- 
late according to the Harris method sufficient to apply the 


forceps and deliver,—strict antisepsis is to be observed in de- 


livery and after treatment. 

The anesthetic will overcome the tonic spasm, but does not 
remove the cause, therefore is not curative. 

Veratrum Viride is the nearest approach to a specific of 
any of the drugs today in the writer’s opinion. Twenty drops 
of the specific medicine administered hypodermiecally, will, in 
a few minutes bring down the pulse to sixty beats a minute in 
most cases. The action of the remedy is due to its alkaloids 
affecting the vasomotor centers, thereby causing a dilation of 
the arteries whereby the blood pressure 1 is lowered and the pau 
rate .1s brought down. 

It is my own opinion visi acts aS an antitoxine over. 
coming the toxemia that has been, and is now so rapidly ae 
eumulating in the system. It also stimulates the seerétions from 
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the skin, kidneys mucous thereby acting as 
an eliminative and overcoming congestion, 

Owing.to the rapid elimination it sets up, the dose will have 
to be repeated often, from ten minutes to half an hour, depend- 


ing upon the symptoms of depression, but as these aré mostly 


sthenic cases large amounts of the drug are consumed without 


any serious effects upon the system. 

After the initial dose, ten drops every half hour will pre- 
vent a return of the convulsion, and this dose will be lessened 
and. the time lengthened according to condition of ar and 
discretion of the attending physician. 

Veratrum viride thus administered, and its action on thé 
system carefully watched, is safe and reliable, though a good 
oa of the drug must be used to obtain satisfactory re- 
sults 
cases where the urine contains much albumin Jaborandi 
through its aétion upon the skin relieves the kidneys, eliminates 
the toxines and lowers the temperature, hence in eclampsia ac- 
companied by fever this is a safe and reliable remedy. 

- Tts aetion upon the circulation is wholesome in these cases 
as it relieves irritability and tends to establish a normal equi- 
librium in the circulation, thereby relieving the brain pressuré 
so marked in most cases. 

Jaborandi is a powerful eliminant and should be thou ght 
of in such cases. 

Give ten to twenty drops of the specific medicine every 
thirty minutes, or give the alkaloid pilocarpine 1-100 grain, 
hypodermically every thirty minutes until the full effect is ov 
tained or the crisis is passed. 

— Specific Gelsemium in doses of ten to twenty drops hypo- 

dermically will overcome the convulsions especially where there 
is maniacal delirium with flushed face and contracted pupils. 
_ Morphine sulphate in one-half grain doses, chloral hydrate, 
3-dram doses, and the hot bath, which is impractical in most 
eases, has been recommended), but it is not the writer’s purpose 
to eriticise any treatment, but to give that which he has found 
to be successful. 

In cases recovering from the convulsions and where puerm 
peral insanity f ollows, reenn Ma¢rotys, 2 drams to 4 drams 
‘water, given a teaspoonful every three hours, will clear up the 
trouble in a we weeks, if anything will. 
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MEDICAL LEGISLATION. 


- For the past several months the Committee on Medical 
Legislation of our State Society has been closely occupied with 
its work. A great many friendly suggestions have been received 
and carefully weighed, and the views of those otherwise in- 
clined have not been neglected. As a result of their dehberations 
they have endorsed Assembly Bill No. 939 and strongly urge — 

upon every Eclectic to give it his enthusiastic support. The 
pill is not a radical one—in fact it-appeals to the good sens¢ 
of our legislators—and will be enacted into a law if those 
whose welfare ‘is at stake will do some earnest work in its behalf. 
| The wish of the committee is that every man will get into 
communication at once with his respective assemblyman and 
senator and personally explain to him why we wish this bill to 
become a law. It is this face to face work that brings results. 
We regret that the space at our disposal does not permit 
us to publish this bill in full, but it can be had from your leg- 
islator with little delay. In the meantime the following ex- 

- eerpts will indicate some of the ways wherein there is an ap- 
preciable change from the present law. While we do not 
approve of all the provisions of this bill we are firmly 
convinced that it is a great improvement over the law now. 
‘in foree. It is equally fair for those now practicing in this 
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state and for those who desire to do so. It will make 
unlawful practice more hazardous and tend to eliminate the 
fakir. It details the preliminary and graduation requirements 
of the student so plainly that the Medical Colleges cannot err. 
The people and the profession both need this law. 

Our committee has been personally represented at Sacra- 
mento by its chairman, Dr, L. A. Perce; and others have made 
sacrifice of time and ary also. The question now is, What 
will you do? 

SECTION 1. The governor shall appoint a board of medical 
examiners to be known as the board of medical examiners of the 
State of California, consisting of eleven members, such appoint- 
ments shall be made as follows: 

_ Five members from the school or system commonly known 
and designated as the regular or allopathic, two members from 


the homeopathic school or system, and two members from the 


eclectic school or system and two members from the osteo- 
pathic school or system. Said members of the medical profes- 
sion at the time of such appointment shall have been residents 
of the State of California and citizens of the United States and 
practicing the principles of medicine in accordance with the sys- 


tem or school from which they are appointed for at least five 


years next preceding their appointment, all vacancies shall be 
filled by appointment from the school or system in which such 
vacancy occurs. 

The term of office of each member shall be for four years or 
until their successors are duly appointed and qualified. It shall 
require the affirmative vote of six members "oh said board to 
carry any motion, resolution, adopt any rule, pass any measure, 
or to authorize the issuance of any certificate as in this act 
provided. 

- (The present law provides that the binislidbiatiin be made 
on the recommendation of the several state societies and that 
each member serve two years). 

Src. 3. The treasurer shall receive all money from the 
secretary and deposit the same as a special fund with the treas- 
urer of the State of California subject to the order of this 
board to be paid out only by warrant drawn on the treasurer 
of the State of California, signed by the president or vice- 
president and secretary and countersigned by the treasurer of 
the board. 

Sec. 4. Said board shall hold its regular meetings in the 
city and county of San Francisco, on the first Tuesday of 
_ April, August, and December of each year and shall have power 


to adjourn from time to tame until its business shall have been 


concluded. 
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Special meetings of the board may be held at such time 
and place as may be designated by the board and the same 
- notice thereof shall be given as herein required to be given in 
the case of regular meetings. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the state board of examiners 
of the State of California to audit the accounts of said board 
and transmit a copy of his report to the governor of the state 
on or before the first day of January each year. 

(The present law does not provide for any system | of 
checking. ) 

Sec. 8. Prelimanary Education. Al colleges, schools or 
universities teaching medicine or any of the branches thereof 
in this state shall require every medical student applying for 
matriculation therein on and after July lst, 1909, to present 
to the dean, president, or board of trustees, or other governing 
body of such college, school or university, a ‘‘ Medical Student’s 
Certificate,’’ which certificate shall be issued to said matricu- 
lant by the superintendent of public instruction of the State of 
California or by any one of the duly appointed deputy super- 
intendents of public instruction of the State of California, and 
the superintendent of public insruction or any of the deputies 
thereof are hereby empowered and directed to examine all ap-- 
plicants for ‘‘Medical Student Certificates’? upon the receipt 
of a fee of five (5) dollars to be paid at the time the applica- 
tion is filed.
